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SUBJ: VISIT TO HUNGARY OE NSF REPRESENTATIVE 
CHARLES ZALAR 

1. SUMMARY: NSF REPRESENTATIVE ZALAR CONCLUDED TRIP TO 
HUNGARY MAY 29. HE VISITED SEVERAL OF MORE IMPORTANT 
COUNTERPART INSTITUTIONS FOR VARIOUS NSF PROGRAMS AND 
MET WITH CULTURAL RELATIONS INSTITUTE (KKI) TO FINALIZE 
RENEWAL OF KKI/NSF AGREEMENT. HUNGARIANS, AS USUAL, WERE 
SUPERB HOSTS, WELL PREPARED AND VERY LAUDATORY RE PAST 
COOPERATION WITH NSF. END SUMMARY. 

2. ZALAR HELD MEETINGS AT EOLLOWING INSTITUTIONS: CENTRAL 
RESEARCH INSTITUTE FOR PHYSICS; CENTRAL RESEARCH INSTI- 
TUTE FOR FOOD INDUSTRY; POLYTECHNICAL UNIVERSITY OF 
BUDAPEST (DEPARTMENT OF AUTOMATION); EOTVOS LORAND 
UNIVERSITY (DEPARTMENT OF COLLOID CHEMISTRY); BIOLOGI- 
CAL RESEARCH CENTER OF HUNGARIAN ACADEMY OF SCIENCES (IN 
SZEGED); AND UNIVERSITY OF VESZPREM (DEPARTMENT OF 
ORGANIC CHEMISTRY). 

3. ZALAR WAS BRIEFED ON PROGRESS OF PROJECTS TO DATE 
AND INFORMED BY BUSINESSLIKE MAGYARS OF POSSIBLE NEW 
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PROPOSALS AND AREAS WHERE HUNGARIANS WOULD LIKE CHANGES. 

SUCH DIRECT INTERCHANGE BY HUNGARIANS AND NSF, AS DURING 
PAST VISITS, PROVED INVALUABLE IN CREATING BETTER UNDER- 
STANDING OF WHAT IS ALREADY A MOST SUCCESSFUL ARRANGE- 
MENT. 

4. ZALAR AGREED WITH KKI OFFICIALS ON DETAILS FOR RENEWAL 
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OF NSF-KKI PROTOCOL. KKI HAS SENT LETTER TO NSF ACCEPT- 
ING U.S. PROPOSAL FOR SEMINAR TRAVEL AND PROPOSING NEW 
SUBSISTENCE RATES. KKI OFFICIALS EMPHASIZED THAT NSF 
GRANTEES IN HUNGARY WILL RECEIVE TWICE STIPEND OF VISIT- 
ING SCIENTISTS FROM OTHER WESTERN COUNTRIES, BUT SINCE 
NSF IS RAISING ITS SUBSISTENCE RATES KKI WISHES TO DO 
LIKEWISE. 

5. FORMAL RESPONSE FROM NSF TO KKI ALL THAT NOW REQUIRED 
TO RENEW AGREEMENT. IN THIS RESPONSE NSF WILL PROPOSE 
REWORDING OF FOOTNOTE IN APPENDIX I TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT 
CURRENT PRACTICE CONCERNING ALLOTMENTS FOR ACCOMPANYING 
FAMILIES. IN ADDITION, LONG-TERM SUBSISTENCE RATE FOR 
PRINCIPAL EXCHANGEE APPLIES EOR VISITS OF I-I2 MONTHS 
(PREVIOUS WORDING SPECIFIED 3-12 MONTHS, ALTHOUGH IN 
PRACTICE RATE WAS APPLIED AFTER 30 DAYS). REWORDED FOOT- 
NOTE WILL NOW READ AS FOLLOWS QTE: IN THE CASE OF VISITS 

OF 3-12 MONTHS, ACCOMMODATION AND THE ABOVE ALLOTMENT 
FOR ACCOMPANYING FAMILIES, EITHER IN THE UNITED STATES 
OR IN HUNGARY, WILL BE PAID BY THE RECEIVING SIDE.

6. KKI OFFICIALS SAID THAT THEY WOULD WELCOME VISIT TO 
HUNGARY BY NEW NSF DIRECTOR ATKINSON, AND AT ZALAR'S 
SUGGESTION WILL PURSUE IDEA OF OFFICIAL GOH INVITATION. 

7. COMMENT: KKI ARRANGED EXTREMELY FRUITFUL PROGRAM FOR 
ZALAR, AND IT IS OBVIOUS THAT GOH IS MOST PLEASED WITH 
PROGRESS TO DATE UNDER NSF/KKI AGREEMENT. IT IS ALSO 
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APPARENT THAT BOTH SIDES CAREFULLY VET PROJECTS AND 
RESTRICT MARGINAL PROPOSALS TO MINIMUM. IT WAS GENERALLY 
AGREED TO ATTEMPT TO INCREASE SCOPE OF COOPERATION 
SOMEWHAT IN EUTURE, DEPENDING UPON AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.
